Naval equality on the part of the United States 
is conscquently a means, not of subjecting the United 
Statets to the risks of war, but of protecting itsel f 
against them. The construction of a navy equal to that, 
of any belligerent likely to menace its neutral rights 
is the only safeguard that the United States can 


erect itself under existing conditions. ' 


A single alternative, however, presents itself. The | 
law of the seas can be recodified 11 such manner sa 
that the rights of neutrals and for the obligations of 
belligerents in time of war could be made unmistak- 
ably clear. Were this done, the motives responsible 
for much of present gay rivalry would be removed 
and the cause of international peace constructively for- 
warded.
